Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, drawn to a composition with a density gradient. 

Group II, claim(s) 14-30, drawn to a method of making a composition. 

Group III, claim(s) 14, 31-43, drawn to a combination the density gradient composition 
in a secondary battery. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I's special 
technical feature is a composition with a density gradient. Group ll's method lacks a 
special technical feature as (a) the species election indicates before and (b) the X 
references in the International Search report is indicative its lack of criticality and thus 
the lack of a special technical feature. Group Ill's special technical feature is the 
combination of the use of a composition with a density gradient within a secondary cell. 
(Group I's usage of the composition within a secondary cell is intended use.)' 

Election of Species 

3. Upon election of Group II, this application contains claims directed to more than 
one species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of 
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invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

A) A method that involves changing the quantity of solid for an active material 
electrode slurry and then coating a collector with the slurry to gain a density gradient 
(claims 14-18). 

B) A method that involves changing the quantity of electrolyte salt for an active 
material electrode slurry and then coating a collector with the slurry to gain a density 
gradient (claims 14, 19, 22, 24, and 28). 

C) A method that involves changing the quantity of a film forming raw material for 
an active material electrode slurry and then coating a collector with the slurry to gain a 
density gradient (claims 14, 20, 23, 26, and 29). 

D) A method that involves changing both the quantity of electrolyte salt and a film 
forming raw material for an active material electrode slurry and then coating a collector 
with the slurry to gain a density gradient (claims 14, 21, 24, 27, 30). 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

Species B's special 
technical feature is drawn to the varying of an electrolyte salt in the method. Species 
C's special technical feature is drawn to the varying of a film forming raw material. 
Species D's special technical feature is drawn to the varying of both an electrolyte salt 
and a film forming raw material. 

6. This election/restriction is deemed complex, since it includes plural groups and 
species election requirements.
